1. Early in thf. year it was atiiiouncerl that the marriaGfe of Hi.s 
ni.Hisi.ucM'.,marriaB<.. Highness tlio. Maharaja Manikya Bahadur had been 

.settled with the sixth Maharajkumari Saheha of 
Ralrampur — a dauj^htcr of the late Maharaja Sir Bhatrahati Prasad Sing 
Bahadur, k. r. i. e., k. b. e. and sister of the present Mah-iraia Saheb. 

2. This alliance between the hi.storic Hou.se of Tripura and the 
I)rcmicr Rajput Talukdar family of Oudh caused all round sati.sfaction. 

3. A deputation of Sai'dars representing the Maharajra of Balrampur 
soon arrived, and the IfJak or betrothal ceremony was’ 
performed with becoming eclat at the Ujjayanta Palace, 

Agartala, on the 20th May, 1928. 

4. The marriage ceremony was celebrated at Balrampur on the 

1 6th January, 1929, and proved in every way worthy

of the alliance, both in respect of the distinguished 
y;.athering that attended it, and the spectacular grandeur that the functions 
of the occasion presented. 

5 . His Excellency the Governor of the United Provinces graced 
the ceremony with his presence, while among the 
guests were a number of Ruling Chiefs, Maharajas, 

Rajas and other eminent men, both European and Indian. 

6 . His Highness, accompanied by a bridal party, which numbered 

about one thousand, left Agartala on the 1 2 th January, 
•iahu.'i»»tro'r»»tioM. ’ 9^9’ received an ovation not only at Agartala and 
all along the route to the Railway station, but from a 
huge concourse of people at Akhaura, as the bridal specials left. Similar 
ovations followed at Chandpur as tlic party boarded the special steamers.

and at Goalundo, where it entrained again. It was arranged that the 
trains from Goalundo would proceed upto Calcutta and then start fcock 
for Balrampur via Naihati and Bandel. As the Bridegroom’s special 
steamed in with its precious load, a distinguished gathering on the gaily 
decorated platform of the Sealdah Station accorded it an enthusiastic 
welcome. Floral presents were abundantly in evidence, and even the 
saloons and carriages of the train had their share of attention from 
friendly hands. ^Similar receptions at Benares and Lucknow followed, 
and at Benares in particular — the band in attendance, the sumptuous 
meals laid for members of the bridal party in tastefully decorated tents, 
and the crowd of holy priests vying with one another in their eagerness 
to offer blessings to His Highness, created an atmosphere of warmth and 
heartiness never to be forgotten. 


7* At Balrampur the welcome accorded to His Highness by 
Beceptioii »t Baimnpnr. Maharaja Patcswariprasad Sing Bahadur and his staff 
was all that could be desired, and the tender care and 
lavish hospitality meted out to each individual member of the Baral, 
and to each Individual guest, answered to the best traditions of the 
house. The arrangements were indeed unexceptionable, and every praise 
is due to the worthy Special Manager of the Raj, Kunwar Saheb Jashabir 
Sing, and his assistants, who spared no pains to ensure their success^ 
The Durbar records here its high and grateful appreciation. 

8. Congratulations poured in from all quarters and included 

kind messages of good will from His F.xcellency the 
ooBgratnUlion. Governor of Bengal, His Excellency the Governor of 
the United Provinces, a number of Indian Princes 
and Chiefs, as well as many other leading men. At a State Banquet 
held at Balrampur on the 17th January, the Hon’ble Mr. A. W. 
Pirn, c. s. I., c.i. E., I. c- s., Finance Member of the United Provinces, 
proposed in felicitous terms, the toast of the bride and the bridegroom, 
which was most enthusiastically responded to. His Highness gave 
a suitable reply. 

9. His Highness returned to Agartala on the 23rd January, 1929 
with Her Highness the Maharanee Saheba, who 
was accorded by high and low alike a most warm 

reception, and the auspicious ceremony came to a close in the midst of 
a week of rejoicings and festivities. 

10. Another event unique in its character deserves special 

mention. This was the first official visit, on the 
August, 1928. of His Highne.ss. to Comilla, 
the headquarters station of British Tippera District 
as well as the Maharaja's vast Zemindaries. 

1 1 . The welcome that His Highness received on the occasion from 
all sections of people, official and non-official, was indeed unprecedented 
in the annals of ’the town. 

12. His Highness was received at the station by Mr. H. W. 
Lyne, i. c. s.. District Magistrate (& ex-officio Political 
Agent of the State) as well as the members of a com- 

mittee composed of the elite of the town representing 
all caste and creed. A guard of honour detailed under Government

orders presented arms, while a bjind of Boy Scouts joined. An Address 
of welcome was read on the platform to which His Highness gave 
an appreciative reply. The vast gathering that attended and the enthu- 
siasm all displayed beggar description. It was with difficulty that His 
Highness’s carriage could pass through the monster crowd struggling to 
rush in with a view to garland him or touch his feet, while as the 
procession passed through the decorated streets and houses of the town, 
ladies showered rice and (lowers from the terraces and blew conch 
shells. 

13. His Highness received addresses of welcome from the District 
Board, the Municipality, the People's Association, 

the Khadimal Islam, the Anjuman-i-Islamia, the Hindu 
Mahasabha, the Widow Remarriage Society, the 
Birchandra Library and Club, the Traders’ Association, the Postal Club 
the local Chamber of Commerce, the Abhaya Asram, the Nurnagar 
Talukdars’ Association and other representative bodies, besides those 
from different sections of his tenants and officials. To all these addresses 
His Highness gave sympathetic replies, that were highly appreciated 
for the kind and often lofty sentiment pervading. 

14. Visits to religious institutions, both Hindu and Mahomedan, 

as well as to colleges, schools and libraries followed, 
C JJrtLaiTnstaunol. and presented further opportunities for public ovations, 
while His Highness made contributions for purposes of 
worship in the temples and mosques, and for the feeding of the children. 

15. A number of other public functions forming a part of the 

programme, including an address by the ladies, had 
His iiishncM’a sudden to be abandoned to the great disappointment of all, 
owing to a sudden attack of influenza with which 
His Highness was unfortunately laid up. 

16. The visit thus came to a sudden and almost dramatic end, 

following a State Banquet and a Garden party at His

society were widely represented. 

17. Before departure the Maharaja announced donations to public 
Institutions aggregating Rs, 63000, as detailed in Chapter VIII following. 

18. On recovery His Highne.ss went to Mussoorie for a brief 
period of rest and change, and visited Simla, Delhi, 
and Agra before return, the tour extending from the 

nth September to the 20th October, 1928. 

19. He was, besides, out twice during the year staying at Shillong 
from 23rd May to i6th June, 1928, and at Calcutta from 17th December 
1928 to 2nd January 1929, and met His Excellency the Governor 
of Assam at Shillong, and both His Excellency the Viceroy and His 
Excellency the Governor of Bengal at Calcutta. 

20. Another wedding in the Ruling family, which also deserves 

notice, came off on the lOth March 1929, when

23. The rainfall of the year was on the whole below the average 
The car Unevenly distributed. In the northern parts of 

the State it was more or less excessive and in the 
southern divisions, insufficient. Crops were affected generally, and the 
outturn of cotton and jute fell off consider.ibly in comparison with the 
previous year. The dullness of the jute market in the adjoining Briti.sh 
territories had the effect of reducing the export of the commodity, and in 
the upper Gumti valley the trade in rice was not as brisk as usual. The 
result was a scarcity of money from which the lower tracts in the 
southern portions of the State suffered for a time.

The economic condition however may be .said to have been on 
the whole decidedly fair throughout the year, and, in the 
financial administration, the improved paying capacity 
of the tenantry was indicated by better collections in the 
State, where the income rose from Rs, 18,77.136 to Rs. 19,46,421 giving 
a net increase of Rs, 69,285. The gross receipts of the year in the 
State and the Zemindaries aggregated Rs, 33,05,772 against Rs. 31,60,520 
and inspite of heavy abnormal expenditure on account of His Highness’s 
marriage and other counts, totalling Rs, 3,41,258, and considerably 
increased allotments on Public Works and other heads, the closing 
balance stood at Rs. 9,60,673, 

25 Among the reforms initiated during the year, may be men- 
Hcfonii.^. tioned the following : — 

(a) The earmarking of a fi.xed allotment in the Public Works 
Budget for measures of improvement. The total amount spent on such 
works stood at Rs. 1,78,099. 


(S) The Re-iorganization of the State Military forces and the 
laying out of a cantonment station with necessary buildings of upto-date 
pattern. 

(c) The creation of the Departments of Immigration and Reclama- 
tion, under the control of the Chief Secretary, and of the Department of 
Commerce and Industry under the Officer-in-charge, Revenue Department.

^ , all heads was Rs. 6,47,736. With the arrear demand 

of Rs. 10,91,930, the total demand of the year was 
Rs. 17,39,666 against Rs. 16,93,438 in the previous year. There was 
an increase in the current demand in respect of jote lands due, as 
usual, to assessment on the expiry of the rent-free period and resettlement 
after the previous term.

33. The total collection under all heads during the year amounted 

to Rs. '?,90,O52 ; — Rs. 3,25,435 under current and

Rs. 2.73,617 under arrears, as against Rs. 5.95,144 in 
the previous year. The percentage of current collection was 52^42 
against 5074 and that of arrears 25‘06 against 25'97. In the Khas 
Mehal the percentage of current collection was 37'47 against 40‘32 and 
in Taluki Mehal, 8r8i against 75‘09. 

34. Altogether 5,070 certificate cases, covering a demand of 

Rs. 2,08,637 were instituted during the year. With 
^086 cascs valued at Rs. 3'35453 pending from the 
previous year, the total number of cases coming up for 
final orders on disposal of preliminary notices issued on debtors, was 7156 
covering a total demand of Rs. 5,44,090. Of these, 45 cases with 
a demand of Rs. 3,522 were rejected or struck off, and Rs. 19,895 in 
792 cascs was realised before decree, while 3340 cases with a total value 
of Rs. 3,37,500 remained pending. 

35. Orders under the provisions of the State Certificate Act were 
passed during the year in 2979 cases with a total value of Rs. i 83,173 
making the demands absolute. With 3936 cases covering a demand of 
Rs. 3,20,701 pending in execution from the previous year, the total number 
of cases dealt with, was 6915 covering a demand of Rs. 5,03,874. Out 
of the total demand Rs. 4,662 was remitted or written off, and of the 
remainder, Rs. 1,19,588 was actually realised, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 3,89,624. Of the amount realised Rs. 92,475 represents land revenue 
and Rs. 27,113 miscellaneous demands. 9 debtors were ordered to be 
arrested in the year, of whom 2 were temporarily committed to jail but 
were released on time being allowed. Partial dues were realised from 
some of the debtors and instalments were allowed to others. 

36. The number of defaulting taluks brought under the operation 

of the Sunset law (including 16 pending from the 
previous year) was 77. Of these 64 were released 
on realisation of dues with penalty, while 2 were 
.sold in auction and 11 remained undisposed of at the close of the 
year. 

37. The results of the survey (including resurvey) operations are 

given in the subjoined statement. It will be seen 

that an area of 6433 comprising 1268 rfrowef 

of .aluk and 5165 drones of Khas mehal was surveyed, as against a total 
of 7709 drones in the previous year. The sanctioned programme of 
survey for the year was for 6740 drones in Khets mehal and 2341 dranes 
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in taluks. The total expendittire incurred in the survey operations in 
khas mehal was Rs. 7,943<

38. A survey on a big scale (32"'= i mile) of the Agartala 

town and some portions of its outskirts was undertaken 
during the year under report. The boundary was 
traversed by theodolite and seven sheets prepared. Kilta-war or interior 
filling of these sheets was completed during the year. Khanapufi work 
’ has not yet been taken up owing to the alteration effected by various 
proposals for improvement of the town taken in hand by the P. W. 
Department. The expenditure incurred for the above was Rs. 1,409. 

39. The result of settlement work is given in the statement below. 

It will be seen that the settlement operations were 
completed in respect of 4O7 drones of Taskhichi Taluki 
land and in respect of 4,340 drones of jole land, as against 2,987 drones 
of jote in the previous year.

In other places Divisional 
Officers were entrusted with the settlement work within their respective 
jurisdiction.s. The total expenditute incurred in the settlement operations 
exclusively, amounted to Rs. 3,242. 

44. It will be seen that the nazarana obtained and obtainable 
by Taskhichi taluki resettlement was Rs. 4,518 and that by resettlement of 
cultivable ]ote lands and .settlement of waste lands as joles, amounted 
to Rs. 63,662 (Rs. 49,967 -fRs. 13,695). The net increase of revenue 
secured wasRs.

57. Lieutenant (Hon) Jogesli Chandra Dutt, B. A. continued as 
ciArgo. Superintendent of Police during the year. 
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58. The total strength of the Police Force in the year under 
Stoongth. report, exclusive of the armed section, was 455 against 

465. There was, besides, a contingent of armed 
police tnimbei'ing 35 against 35. In view of the growing importance 
of the capital, the necessity for increased sliength of the town section 
both for preventing crime and regulating traffic has been felt. The 
decrease in the total strength as compared with the previous year is 
apparent only, being due to the transfer of the duty of guarding jails 
from the police to a separate staff of Jail-warders. 

59. The total number of village chaukidars was 175 only which 
Bn»i Police '* Considered inadequate, specially in view of the vast 

hill and jungle tracts in the interior that render the 
duty of watch and ward extremely difficult. As it is, the strength gives 
an average of 23‘52 square miles per head, considering the total area of 
tite State, and 4' 57 square miles per head, in the inhabited area. The 
scattered distribution of the population and the generally wild nature of 
the country render the charge even in the inhabited area unnuiiageable. 

60. There were 4 Inspectors working under the Superintendent, 
of Police as before — one being a temporary hand. 
The long absence of the Assistant Superintendent of 

Police on sick leave was felt, though no arrangement for the work of this 
officer could be made during the year. 

6t. There were altogether 23 Sub-Inspectors and 14 Naib 
Darogas during the year empowered to investigate cases 
ProBcciStug staff! prosecute offenders. The staff may be said to 

have worked well. 

62. A small staff was also retained for C. I. D. work, and the 
work of this branch appears to have been fairly 
satisfactory. 

63. The total number of cases reported to the police was 1336

IV. Trade and Manufacture 


t6i. The Department of Commerce and Imhistries wns created 
fUiriii^ the year under report. A stall designated “ The CaIcntU State. 
Stall" was opened in the Calcutta Congress Exhibition under the 
management of the Superintendent of Agricnltnre and specimens of 
many of the agricnltural and industrial products of the State were 
exhibited. The step was not without success, as numerous enqtiiries 
from various quarters have followed indicating ample room for the 
expansion of the trade of the State. Tl.e Department, in view of 
these enquiries, have diverted its atteiuiou specially to cottage weaving 
industries. 

162. The principal exports were timber, fore.st produce of varioirs 
kinds, cotton, oil-seeds (til and mustard seed), paddy, jute, tea, rice and 
Our (molasses). Some homespun cotton fabrics manufactured by the 
hill people, especially the Manipiuies, were also exported.

The actual income of the State and Zemindaries, 
excluding deposits and loans, was however Rs. 31,02,911 showing an 
improvement of Rs. 33,560 over that of the previous yea* 


177. The total expenditure during the year amounted to 

Eipeniiture. 33)68,764 a, gainst Rs. 35,56,491 in the previous 

year, showing a reduction of 1,87,727 which was 
mainly due to an indirect cause, namely the heavy e.xtraordinary payments 
made in 1337 T. E. in connection with His Highnes s Investiture and 
Installation Ceremonies and the Maharaj Kinnari’s marriage. The closing 
balance at the end of the year under review was R.s. 9,60,673 against 
Rs. 10,23,665. Of this balance, Rs. 2,22,227 was in cash in the treasuries, 
Rs. 1,46,004 in the banks and Rs. 5.98,442 in loans and advances. 
A sum of Rs. 2,30,000 was invested during the year as loan on 
mortgage of properties, and this accounts for the increase in the closing 
balance under the head "Bonds & Advances" and consequent reduction 
in the Bank balance. 

178. The noticeable variations in e,\penditure are explained 
below ; — 


i. Admin'istiiation ciiakges : — 

State — The retrenchments effected on the recommendation 
of the Committee appointed for the purpose as also the absence of 
several non-recurring charges, such as had to be met in 1337 T. E., 
mainly contributed to the reduction under this head. 

Zemindaries — The ii)crea.se under cost of management was dus 
to the payment of half a month’s salary to the employess as reward 
on the occasibn of the Pmiyah Ceremony, which was graced for the 
first time by the presence of His Highne.ss and signalised by 
unprecedented high collection ; and also to the regradalion of pay of the 
Law Agents’ staffs. The increase under cost of litigation was attribu- 
table to the institution of a larger number of rent suits. 

iii. Public works : — 

State — The increase was due to the e.ypenditure on certain 
important building and road works in the town of Agartala for which a 
special allotment was made in the Budget under the head ‘‘Improvement.’’ 

Zemindaries — The payment of contribution towards the cost 
of the Gooniti embankment during the year was responsible for the 
increase. 

iv. Electrict Light : — 

State — T he increase was due to the payment of some out- 
standing bills. 

V. Municipality : — 

The payment of enhanced contribution to the Municipality 
accounts for the increase.

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vi. Education 

State— The payment of an allowance to the Vice-Principal of 
the Raipur Raj<Kumar college, increased establishment charges for 
Comilla Kumar Boarding, the grant of new stipends, and increment's 
allowed under the time scale of pay, were the main factors which 
contribute to the increase. 

vii. Medical and Sanitation : — 

State — The absence of any extraordinary expenditure which 
had to be met in the preceding year, viz, the expenditure incurred for 
the treatment of a fatal case of illness at the Palace and also for the 

purchase of surgical apparatus, acccounts for the decrease, 
viii. Survey and Settlement ; — 

State — T he increase was due to a larger programme of the 
survey operations, during the year, 
xii. Purchase of Land Tenures 

The increase in the State was due to certain payments . made 
for the acquisition of land required in connection with improvement 
works at Agartala, while the decrease in the Zemindaries is accoun- 
table to heavy expenditure incurred during the preceding year for 
purchase of a house at Comilla. 

xiii. Pension & Gratuity ; — 

State— T he increase was due to the retirement of a senior 
officer and also to a larger number of cases of gratuities paid to the 
families of deceased employees. 

xiv. Ordinary Sansar Charges :— 

The decrease under the Sub-head (a) "Expenses on account of 
His Highness" and Family was due to non-payment of certain allowances 
during the year, and the increase ufider (rf) “Sansar Office Establishment” 
was attributable to increments allowed to the ministerial staff under the 
time scale of pay and also to the increase in the number of Binondia 
guards with an improved scale of pay. The variations under {e) “Miscel- 
laneous" was due (o the inclusion of Rs. 16357 on account of the 
Marriage expenses of Shepbalika Kumari and of the charges for the 
medical treatment of the fifth Dowager Maharanee. 

XV. Charity & Donation 

The figures for the year under report comprise, among others the 
following noticeable payments. 

1. Contribution of Rs.. 25,000 to the Special Organisation 
Branch of the Chamber of Princes. 

2. Part payment of various donations .sanctioned by His 
Highness on the occasion of his first formalvisit to Comilla. 

3. Contribution of Rs. 5000 towards the extension of the 
Comilla Hospital (ist instalment) 

xviii. His Highness’s Tour :— 

The adjustment of certain outstanding accounts pending from 
the previous year mainly contributes to the increase under this head, 
xix. Liabilities : — ,, 

The expenditure under this head mostly represents repayment 
bf ordinary -deposits and interest charges. A sum of Rs. 1,00,000 
obtained as a tempor.iry loan from the Nijtahabil during the year could 
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not be repaid within the year owing to the necessity for payment of 
certain piiforeseen expenses that were not provided for in the original 
Budget. 

XX. Miscellaneous : — 

The increase in the Zemindaries was due to extra expenditure 
in connection with His Highness's Visit to Comilla during the'Punyah 
Ceremony. 

As the accounts of the expenditure in connection with His 
Highness's Investiture, Installation and Maharaj-Kumari's Marriage 
Ceremonies could not be closed within the preceding year, many 
outstanding bills had to be cleared during the year under report. In 
addition to this, expenditure to the extent of Rs. 2,13,624 had to be 
incurred in connection with His 'Highness’s marriage ceremony which 
took place towards the close of the year. 

179. Two statements comparing the receipts and expenditure of 
the State and of the Zemindaries showing the respective revised estimates 
are given in appendices XXVII and XXVIII. 

180. In the State the actual receipts fell short of the revised 
estimate by Rs. 3,133 while there was a saving of Rs. 59,407 under the 
expenditure. The result of these variations was the rise of the cash 
balance from Rs. 1,30,2x4 to Rs. 1,79,535. The saving referred to above 
occurred mainly under the heads — Forest, Education, Repayment of Old 
Deposits, Military, P. W. Improvements and Installation. 

18 1. In the Zemindaries there was as compared with the Revised 
Estimates, an increase of Rs. 8705 under the Receipts and a saving of 
Rs. 21,175 under Expenditure. These vatriations resulted in an increase 
in the closing balance. 

182. Babu J. C. Maulik continued to be incharge of the Accounts 
Department. With a view to remove the dual control over the 
treasuries, the Treasury Department was amalgamated with the 
Department of Accounts from the beginning of the year under review.

continued during the year to be in the hands of 
Manyabara Ral J. C. Sen Bahadur, b. a., b. c. s., who was as before 
assisted by three Assistant Managers and one Sub-Manager. During 
the Rai Bahadur’s absence from the 17th May to the 30ch July, 1928, 
on leave, Dawan Bahadur B. K. Sen, m. a,, b. l. officiated. 

231. The memorable event of the year was His Highness the 
Maharaja Manikya Bahadur’s first State visit to Comil la, where His 
Highness stayed for 11 days, from the 3rd to the loth Bhadfa, and 
personally presided over the Punyaha ceremony of the Raj which fetched 
a record collection. 

232. On his arrival and during his stay at Comilla, His Highness 
was most cordially received by all sections of the people including the 
local Government officials. Addresses were presented by a number of 
public bodies, all of which were suitably replied to.
